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The attached indicates (as have prerious reports) that there is discord 
at the Soviet Mission. One oan’t help but feel also that some of Kochubey’s 
true feelings (and not only his but also the feelings of some of his colleagues) 
have come tfchough during his talks with the source. 

An interesting comment by Kochubey vas that the Mission would not attempt 
to deny recent reports in the Western press abo$ut Chornovil et al because it would 



be foolish to pretend the reports were not true* 

In para 5 there is reference to the report of the Ukrainian delegation 

from Canada which appeared in Viewpoint, It is interesting to note Kochubey’s 

comment that it is not an every day occurrence for members of the party to openly 

orltioise the system, (FH: a 9 February article in the Toronto Pally Star 

stated that a former Consnunist member of the Ontario Legislature who led "Che last 

famous battle within the ranks of the Party of Canada over national rights for Soviel 

Jews, said that the bitter battle over Mo»oov(s attempts to Russify 40 million 

nationalistic Ukrainians could lead to desertions by ware than half the party’s 

membership.
